General Operation 

Your new^ Browning is a blow-back type action, 
semi-automatic repeating rifle. With cartridges in 
tlie magazine and one in the chamber and tlie 
safety in the off safe or fire position, the rifle will 
fire a single round with each successive pull of 
the trigger until the magazine and chamber are 
empty. 

Nomenclature 

In cf)nventional gun terminology^ the positkm and 
movement of gun parts are described as they oc- 
cur with the rifle horizontal and in nonnal firing 
position: i.e., the muzzle is fori^'ard or front; die 
butt stock is rearw’ard or rear; the trigger is down- 
ward or underneath; and the .sights are upward or 
on top. For general nomendanare used in this 
manual liefer to Figure 1. 

Serial Number 

You will find the serial number of your rifle 

stamped at the lowei' i^ear of the right side of the 
receiver. 

Initial Cleaning 

BEFORE THE FIRST FIRING, CLEAN THE ANTI- 
RUST COMPOUND from the inside of the band 
and the orttside of the banel and receiver with a 
cleiin rag and iiglit gun oil such as Browning Oil. 
(See “Care and Cleaning” on page 15.) 

Ammunition

How to Assemble Your 22 Semi-Auto 

Your 22 Semi- Auto is usually supplied in its box, 
taken down, with the barrel removed from the 
receiver. To assemble the barrel to the receiver, 
first move the safety to the "on safe” position. 
Tlien make sure that the barrel lock is in the for- 
ward position. Hold the barrel by the forearm, 
with the left hand, with the sights upward. Hold 
the receiver RIGHT SIDE UP in tire right hand, 
while at tire same time reti^cting the breechblock 



breechblock to go fully forward. Lcx:k the barrel 
into position by drawing tlie barrel lock rearward 
(see Figure 4), 

Removing the Barrel from the Receiver 

Holding the rifle upside dowm, push the barrel 
lock forward. Draw the breechblock back 1/4 inch 
or more, by the finger piece (see Figure 5), and 
hold with ^e thumb of the right hand, Give tlie 
barrel a 1/4 tum docbvise and separate the two 
pieces (see Figure 6).

Loading the Magazine

Loading a Round into the Chamber 

After ioaditig the magazine, and double checking 
to be suie the rifle is "on safe", witlidraw^ the 
breechblock as far as it will go by pulling lear- 
wards on the finger piece of the breechblock. 
Then release the finger piece allowing it to spring 
fbrivac'd of its own accord. Tliis procedure feeds 
the first cartridge mo the chamber and the rifle is

Disassembling the Mechanism 

WEAR EYE PROTECTION DURING ALL

UNLOADING THROUGH THE MAGAZINE— 

\Xrith the barrel pointed slightly downward, pull 
the magazine rear^vard as explained above in 
''Loading the Magazine’' on page 7. With the 
magazine extended from the buttplate, grasp the 
serrated magazine tab in one hand and turn the 
magazine assembly about 1/8 of a turn, Simulta- 
neously puli the magazine rearward. The maga- 
zine assembly will come free and can be fully re- 
moved out the buttplate. Hold the rifle butt down 
and dump the cartridges into your free hand 
through die hole in the buttplate. Replace the 
magazine tube assembly and lock it in position. 
Work the action back and forth several times 
WORKING IT FULLY TO THE REAR. 

Invert the rifle and visually inspect the chamber 
and receiver cavity, paying special attention to the 
magazine feed mechanism, to be sure no car- 
tridges remain. 



FULLY UNLOADED as explained previously. Dis- 
assembly is very' easy and may be accomplished 
as follows witliout die aid of tools: 

1 After removing the barrel (see ''Remoiing tlie 
Barrel from tlie Receiver'' on page 5), push the 
trigger guard forw^ard about 1 1/4" until the rails 
on die trigger guard dear the grooves in the 
receiver (see Figure 10). While holding the 
breechblock rean-vard w-Rli the thumb, pivot tJie 
rear end of the trigger guard aw^ay from the re- 
ceiver (see Figure 11). This procedure removes 
the entire trigger assembly and breechblock and 
is an ordinarily sufficient disassembly for nor- 
mal cleaning. 

Be careful not to lose the artridge stop located 
in die top of the receiver ca\nty. It can easily be 
removed for cleaning by simply lifting it out. 
Replace wldi the smaller, rounded pin inserted 
in the hole toward the front of the receiver, and

Assembling the Mechanism 

WEAR EYE PROTECTiON DURING ALL 

REASSEMBLY PROCEDURES. 

1 To reinstall the extractor, extractor spring, and

til the end of the recoil spring guide can be re- 
leased against iLs retaining lug on the trigger

This operation is slightly difficult and requires 
some praaice.

6 Before reinstalling the trigger guard/breech- 
bkxrk iissemblies in tlie receiver make sure that 
the cartridge stop is positioned proj)erly in the 
top of the receiver cavity. To do thi.s, position 
the cartridge stop with die smaller, rounded pin 
inserted in the hole toward the front of the re- 



ceiver, and the la['gei; sqitared-off proiRssion 
iaseiicd in die larger round cavity (see Figtii'e 
12 on page 11). 

7 To replace tiie trigger guard and breechbkrk 
assembly in the receiver, hold the breechblock 
fully rear^vard with your thumb and insert the 
rear of the trigger guard rails into tlie front of 
the grooi'es in tlie receiver (see Figure 21). 

Piess the rear of the trigger guard into position 
in the receiver and slide rearward into place. 
Should the trigger guard fail to slip into position 
easily, draw the breechblock reamard and at 
the same time press dowm lightly in the trigger 
guard.

Adjusting Barret Fit (Barrel Take-up) 

If, iifrer mne, (he barrel remain.s loose when 
mounted lo the receiver, an adjustment should be 
made. On current models, the semited j'lng, lo’ 
Ciited just foAvard of the breedi end of the l>anel, 
is merely turned toward the receiver as explained 
below. 



] I'lrst. remove lire fxtrrel from the stock/recei\^er 
portion of tlie rifle, 

2 Tlien, holding the baiTel with the muzzle 
pointed away from you, turn the adjusting ring 
to tlie left (coiinter-dockwise) the space of one 
notch (see Figure 22). An audible dick will be 
heard for each notch the ring is turned. 

3 Reassemble the rifle and check for f\l If still 
loose, repeat the process. Sh{)Ltld you over 
tighten the barrel, (indicated l)y inability to as- 
semble the barrel to the receiver), merely re- 
verse the operation by turning the adjustment 
ring one or more notches in a ck^ckwise ttirec- 
ilon.

Sight Adjustment 

The 22 Semi-Auto has an adjustable folding rear 
sight, imd comes from the factoty^ with siglits set 
f(3r a distance of 50 yard.s. 

VERTICAL CORRECTION ""To adjust the rear 
sight for vertical correction, loosen the ixvo small 
locking screws in die face of the sight with a fine 
blade screwdriver. Next, move the plate with the 
"'U" shaped notch up or dowm, as needed, Mo\4tig 
the plate up niises the point of impact. 

Moving the plate down low^eis the point of inv 
[:>act. When verticil correaion is done, lock the 
tW'O screw^s lightly, but Rniily. 

White graduation marks are etched into the body 
of the sight to help in zeroing anti sighting-in. 

One graduation moves the point of impact ap- 
proximately twx) inches at 50 yard.s. 



WtNDAGE CORRECTION — Lateral (or windage) 
adjustment sh(,mld he correct at the time you pur- 
chase your gun. How'ever, if needed, move either 
the front or rear sight to the right or left for lateml 
adjustment. Each of these .sighLs Ls seatred to the 
baiiel in dovetail slots. Tap the sight at its base to 
move it in the direction desired. Keep this simple 
nile in mind: The rear sight should be moved the 
mme direction you wish the i>oint of bullet impact 
to move; the front sight should tie moved in the 
opposite direction from that you wish the point of 
liullet itnpact to move. Making adjustment for 
windage is a process of trial and error. Forti:- 
nately, it is seldom necessary. 
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Scope Mount 

All 22 Semi- Autos eome drilled and tapped for 
mourning a rifle scope. Special mounts specifically 
designed for [he Bixwning 22 Semi-Auto are rec- 
ommended. These mounts attach to the barrel ^ 
not the receiver. This type of mounting permits 
take-down of the rifle without altering zero and 
further assures fine accuracy. (Use Brow^ning bar- 
rel mount base No. 8517.) 

Care and Cleaning ^ 

BE CEBTAiN YOUR RIFLE IS UNLOADED AND 
ALWAYS WEAR EYE PROTECTION WHEN 
CLEANING YOUR RIFLE. (See section titled 
''Unloading Witliout Firing'" on page 7 for details.) 
Your 22 Semi-Auto lifle should be cleaned wqthin 
a reasonable time period after shooting. 'Ilie 
correct procedure for cleaning is as follows: 



1 Remove the band from the receive]' as de- 
scribed on page 6. 

2 USE A 22 RIFLE ROD AND PROPERL Y SIZED 
PATCH SATURATED WITH A GOOD BRAND 
OF BORE CLEANER, Insert the roci and patch 
in the barrel anti am it l)ack and forth several 
times. Caution shouki l)c taken that tlie rod or 
handle does not strike the crown of the muzzle. 
Damage to this area can affect the accuracy of 
the rifle. During [he barrel deaning procedure^ 
place the breech lx)lt in its open position to 
allow the end of the rod and patdi to go 
completely through the bore and partly into the 
receiver. 

3 INSPECT THE CHAMBER AND BORE FOR 
POWDER AND/OR LEAD FOULING. If any 

remaining pow^der or lead fouling cannot be 
removed by repeating step 2 alTOve, it may be 



necessary to use a .22 caliber brass lx)re brush. 
Dip the bmsh in any gcxxl quality^ nitro bore 
solvent and scrub the chaml>er and bore until 
the fouling is removed. To prevent i>rass bristles 
from breaking off^ the baish shouki be pushed 
complerdy through the tx>re before teing 
wdhdrawn. 

4 After fouling has l^een rcjnoved, the bore 
should be w4ped dry. Finally, a patch, lightly 
oiled with a gun oil like Browning Oil, should 
be mn ihrOLigh for protection, 

5 REMOVE AND CLEAN THE BREECHBLOCK. 

Removing the breechblock may only be neces- 
sar)^ occasionally. Test ils function to be sure it 
opemies smootlily — if not^ it will need clean- 
ing. When deaning is required see tlte section 
titled "Disassembling the Mechanism" on page 
8 for the proper pr(x:edure. 



W'iih tlie breechl>!ock removed, dean the dirt 
and grease from the grooves on the top of tlte 
breechblock. Wipe off residue from ihe face of 
tlie breechblock and the opening of the maga- 
zine into the receiver. A gtxxl solvent iuay Ixr 
necessary to remtwe blcwback fouling. Mvy 
dried oil in lliese areas should be reEiioved. Fol- 
low this cleaning with a very light film of oil on 
the affected parts. Do Etot [:^our large quantities 
of oil into the action, An excess of oil will am 
into tlie w(x.x! and cause it to soften t>i' waip. 
Browning C)i! aeros{>l is ideal for this light 
oiling. 
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ff, lifter long use, the extractor l:jegins to stick, it 
ubo slioulcl be lemovecl and cleaned. The car- 
tridge guide should be oiled, (not excessively), 
and a few drops occasionally should be pm in 
the magazine tube. It is important to keep the 
locking threads of the barrel and receiver clean, 

6 WtPE OFF EXPOSED METAL SURFACES WiTH 
AN OILED CLOTH, making Sure to wipe the 
rifle clean of all finger marks where moisture 
will accumulate. Ordinary' good judgment will, 
of course, indicate that the metal of the rifle 



should receive a light film of oil any time the 
rifle has been exposed to bad weather or exces 
sive handling. 

7 THE WOOD SURFACES CAN ALSO BE WfPED 
LIGHTLY WiTH BROWNING OIL or polished 
with any quality himirure wax, but not both, 

8 The cleaning suggestions recommended alx)ve 
should te all rliat is necessary', FURTHER D/S- 
4SS£/WB£ Y IS NOT RECOMMENDED.
